The colt is perfectly gentle, even towards 
strangers, something which is not true of 
all racehorses, by any means. 

He came out of the race without a blem- 
ish, and, as Williamson, his rubber, ex- 
plained, was as sound a horse as ever lived. 
Sidney Lucas will probably be a starter in 
the Oakwood Handicap next Saturday.

TREMENDOUS SPECULATIVE BUYING 
ON DAMAGE TO NORTHWEST CROP. 


Advance of Nearly Thirteen Cents for 


the Week in Spite of Prodigious 
Profit Taking Sales—Crop Prospects 
‘Deteriorating Rapidly and Public 
in the Market—Condition of Whole- 
sale Trades—Bank Clearing» in Chi- 
cago Continue to Show Increase. 


The bull movement in wheat gathered new 
headway last week, and prices advanced so 
rapidly that a figure which seemed danger- 
ously high one day would appear ridiculously 
cheap the next. The market broadened with 
a steadily increasing public interest and 
public investment, and operations were of 
such tremendous magnitude as to dwarf 
the palmiest days of the Leiter deal in the 
extent of business done. 

Hot weather in the Dakotas, 
and Manitoba was added to the practical 
wholesale drought with which, except in 
parts of South Dakota, the spring wheat 
crop has been struggling. Reports of rapid 
deterioration in the plant and of farmers 
plowing up their fields poured in on the 
board, each trying to outdo the other in 
painting the extent of the calamity which 
has overtaken that section. Expert statis- 
ticilans reduced their estimates of the prob- 
able yield of the three States. Snow of this 
city came back from a trip through that 
region allowing the three States not to ex- 
ceed a total yield of 75,000,000 bu, with favor- 
able’ weather from now on, indicating a 
total crop of not to exceed 480,000,000 bu.
